Basil began with E* S. back in ’51 
(the Iron Fireman)* After five years 
in the Model Shop, Basil left for other 
employment* 

When Iron Fireman began manu¬ 
facturing relays, they offered a real 
welding challenge. Our "Space Age” 
demands smaller and smaller com¬ 
ponents; with a greater demand placed 
on dependability. They are subjected 
to more rigid tests of stress and 
strain. Because of the miniaturization 
and tight requirements, Iron Fireman’s 
welding headaches in the relay field 
grew and grew. Management was prac¬ 
tically in tears. Then someone remem¬ 
bered good ol’ Basil. Basil did return 
to meet the challenge and, from that 
time on, he has been our "problem 
solver.” Basil returned to a pathetical¬ 
ly under-equipped Welding Department 
of three welding machines. We now 
boast a Welding Department with over 
$100,000 worth of equipment. 

Welding is a true art, and Basil 
has the artist’s touch. Many of the 
welds must hold tolerances down to 
*005”. We use three kinds of welding; 
resistance, heliarc and percussive. 
All spot-welding is resistance welding 
and is based on current time and pres¬ 
sure* Heliarc welding is a fusion-type 
weld, using an inert gas shielding. 
Percussive welding is accomplished 
when the two pieces to be welded are 
each connected to one side of a large 
condenser and held apart by a latch* 
High spring or air pressure is applied 
to one of them. When the latch is re¬ 
leased, the pieces fly together, and 
an instant before they touch, a high 
frequency arc leaps across the gap. 
Momentarily the pressure of expand¬ 
ing gases and metal vapors is suf¬ 
ficient to check the motion of the work. 
During this hesitation, some 0.001 
second long, the surfaces melt super¬ 
ficially. The weld is made between 
these two molten surfaces when the
